For the Forfeiture of this 
A@& being five Pounds is all to the uſe of the Poor ; (which ought to be all. 
peoples care) but for want of Superviſers and further Encouragement, no 
body obſerves nor regards. 

It is our Humble Requeſt, that His Majeſty would be Graciouſly pleaſed 
to accept of one Moiety of the ſaid Forfeiture, towards the Charge of pro- 
viding ſome fit perſons, who may have Authority to dire& and take Care, 
that Pariſh Officers ſee this good Act duely put in Execution, which will 
be no loſs to the Poor ; for by ſuch obſervance it will be more Advanta- 
geous then it is at preſent. 


A ſhort Account of ſome Advantage this Ad of Burying in 
Woollez would have been, if duly obſerved. 


It would have raiſed the Price of Woo), (now worth little} becauſe we 
ſhould have made ſo great a Conſumption thereof in Burials yearly : For 
ſince that A, we ſhould have Imployed and Conſumed more Wool ther 
isnow in Fzgland : (with which we are now glutted) It would have alſo 
prevented the Exportation of ſuch great quantities of Wool before the 
Working of it up, the mixture of which our Wool with Forreign Wool], 
maketh it fit for Manufatture, which otherwiſe would not be, (which is 
Sold at very low Rates,and hinders the ſending over of greater quantities of 
Cloth, to the great prejudice of Woollen-Drapers and Clothiers, great 
part of which are forced to leave off their Imployments for want of Trade 
the Poor alſo would have been much Imployed in the Working up Wool 
and making Cloth. ; 

If this Act be reinforced, it will be a great means to help us tomany hun- 

\/ dred Tuns of Linen-raggs yearly , which will enable us to carry on the A 
Making all ſorts of White Paper for Writing and Printing: which will necef= 

farily Imploy many Thoulands of Poor people in Honeſt Labour, and pre- 
vent the carrying out of this Kingdom great Sums of Monyes, which is 
yearly ſent ix ſpecie beyond Sea for Paper and Linen-Cloth ; it will alſo 
prolong the Wearing of Linen , which is now Buried before worn 
out 2 It will cauſe a perpetual Trade in this Nation, and put us in a Con- 
dition after ſome ſhort time to Tranſport our home-made Paper in great 
quantities, to the Advancement of His Majeſties Cuſtoms and Revenues, 

and keep our Coine to be imployed at home ; which now being tranſpor- 

ted, is to the gteat Prejudice and Leſſening of this Nation. . 
 : Every Week of delay in this Propoſal, 1s three thouſand Pounds Pre- 

judice to this Nation, and ſo much Advantageto the French. 
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
